Georgetown, Ivy,, Oct. IO.—Orb of 
moat remarkable scenes ever enacted iii 
a Kentucky courtroom occurred last 
night in the Youtsey trial, the defendant 
himself boing the chief [sir tun pant. The 


I courtroom wan crowded at the time and* 
; the excitement wan intense. 
Doe Arm- 
i strong, the Louisville detective, had 
: just told of his talks with Youtaey be- 
: fore arid after his arrest. 
Then Arthur 
, Goebel was put on the stand, aud Judge 


J Williams, who for the first time ap­ 
peared for the prosecution, did the 
questioning. 
Arthur Goebel said: 
“I talked with Youtsey the (lay he 
was arrested, late in the afternoon, in 
tho jail in Frankfort, in reference to the 
murder of my brother.” 
Just at this point, Youtsey arose be­ 
hind his attorneys, and in a loud voloe 
said: 
"It is untrue. 
It is a lie. 
I never 
spoke a word to that man in my life, 
nor he to me.” 
Colonel Crawford told him to be quiet 
and sit down, and others took hold of 
him. 
"I will not sit down. 
I never said a 
word to that man. 
It is untrue.” 
He was shouting by this time, and 
every one was on tho tiptoe of excite­ 
ment. 
Youtsey’s wife spraug to his 
side, and while endeavoring to make 
him sit down, could be heard saying: 
"Now you have killed my husband, I 
suppose yon are satisfied.” 
Then Youtsey hysterically shouted: 
"I am innocent. 
There is no blood on 
my hands. 
These meu are swearing 
my life away.” 
Two or three deputy sheriffs went 
over an I grabbed him. 
He straggled 
wildly and said: 
"Let me alone. I will not sit down.” 
Arthur 
Goebel, 
meanwhile, 
sat 
sphynx-like in the witness chair aud 
never turned his head. 
Finally, after 
Youtsey wa,- forced into a seat he shout­ 
ed again: 
“ Goebel is not dead. All the demons 
in hell could not kill him!” 
"Mr. Shun??, if the defendant does 
i not behave himself, put handcuffs on 


I him,” said Judge Cantriil. 
Meanwhile the audience coaid not be 
forced to keep their seats until the court 
threatened to Ane those who stood up. 
Youtsey settled back in his chair, 
closed his eyes aud seemed in a state of 
collapse. 
He waved his handkerchief 
above his head in an aimless sort of way 
aud groaned and cried hysterically. 
Finally, quiet was restored aud Judge 
Williams asked Arthur Goebel another 
question, when Colonel Crawford asked 
a postponement of the trial until today 
j on account of the defendant’s condition. ' 
, Judge Cantriil said he coaid see no 
J reason for the defendant’s outbreak, but 
: in justice to his attorneys he would post- 
: poue the case as requested. 
Youtsey still occupied his chair, with 
his eyes dosed, apparently in a half 
; fainting condition. 
After the crowd 
passed out, Jailer Reed and deputies 
j carried Youtsey to the jail as he was un­ 
able to walk. 
Various reasons are assigned for his 
, unseemly outbreak, the first being that 
, his long confinement and strain of the 
! trial caused him to beoome hysterical 
j and lose control of himself. 
Another is 
that be is really demented, as shown by 
his remark that Goebel was not dead. 
He is being attended by physicians and 
relatives at the jail and his condition is 
I deemed critical 
The Youtsey episode occurred at the 
night session of the court and after the 
! jury had returned from Frankfort where 
I an examination of the place where 
| Goeb« I was shot was looked over. 
A number of witnesses were examined 
dnriug the day and most of them gave 
evidence that implicated Youtsey in the 
killing of Goebel.

Washington, (Ait in.-—The report of 
the condition of the cotton crop show* 
the average condition on Oct. I to have 
been 67 an compared with 68.3 last 
month; 62 4 on Oct. I, 1899; 76.4 at the 
oorrnrponding date in 1898, and 71.6 the 
mean of October averages of the, last IO 
years. 
With the exception of North Carolina 
and Tennessee, where there is no appre­ 
ciable change in the condition of the 
crop, there has been a decline d ring 
September throughout the whole of the 
ontton states east of the Mississippi 
river. 
This decline amounts to 3 points 
in Virginia, Georgia and Alabama, 8 j 
points in Bouch Carolina, 4 in Missis­ 
sippi and 8 in Florida. 
Louisiana also 
shows a decline of 4 points. 
On the other hand, there has been suf­ 
ficient improvement in northern Texas | 
to make the general average of that state 
I point higher than last month and there 
is also an improvement of I point in Ok­ 
lahoma, 5 points in Indian Territory, 
and 4 points in Missouri. 
The crop in 
Arkansas is about holding its own. The 
averages for the different states are as 
follows: 
Virginia, 71: North Carolina,64; South 
Carolina, 67; Georgia, 67; Florida. 63, 
Alabama, 62; Mississippi, 56; Louisiana, 
86; Texas. 78; Tennessee, 64; Missouri, 
88; Oklahoma, 79; Indian Territory, 77. 
Special report on the effects of the re­ 
cent big storm on agriculture in Texas 
will be issued in a few days.

Many of tho delegates from Sohnylkill 
bolievo th at before a complete agree­ 
m ent is reached between the operators 
and the miners a joint conference m ust 
be held at which the sliding scale, dock­ 
age, semimonthly pay and other griev­ 
ances m ost be adjusted. 
It is not be­ 
lieved that the operators will go into 
such a conference. 
President Mitchell and tho other labor 
leaders ara strong advocates of annual 
wage scale arrangem ents sim ilar to that 
iii force in tho bituminous coal fields. 
The operators In these regions meet their 
employes each year and fix the wage 
scale. 
If this proposition and th at re­ 
lating to the abolition of the sliding 
scale are brought before tho convention 
end negotiations w ith the mine owners 
are opened it may cause considerable de­ 
lay in the settlem ent of the strike. 
The convention may be in session sev­ 
eral days and it is hardly probable that 
any coal will be mined next week. Some 
of the uational officers are unanim ous In 
their declaration for a settlem ent and 
will exercise their influence w ith the 
delegates to accept the oiler of the com­ 
panies. 
At this time tho men are divided on 
the proposition as to w hether or not it 
is a victory. 
The sliding scale and the 
price of coal at tidew ater have been att 
enigm a to more enlightened minds than 
those of tho m iners in tho past and the 
real gain or loss will only be demou­ 
nt rated by actual practice. 
A vote for 
the resumption of work is regarded as 
certain but this, it is believed, will only 
be secured after considerable difficulty. 
Most of the mine owners who have 
granted the increase do uofc specify in 
their notices how long tho advance shall 
rem ain in force aud it is not unlikely 
th at an attem pt will bo made by the 
miners in convention to open negotia­ 
tions with tho operators looking toward 
an understanding on this m atter. 
This 
will cause delay and no one looks for a 
resum ption of work before early next 
week. 
A second fatal clash between striking 
m ine workers and nonunion ne*ti oc­ 
curred ami a coal and iron 
police­ 
m an was shot and killed and another 
policeman and striker badly wounded. 
In addition about a dozou m ea were 
badly injured by strikers.

Patrick, by the second will, is named 
as residuary legatee, it being expressly 
stipulated in the document that he is to 
devote the money to the perpetuation of 
the name of W illiam Marsh Rico by tho 
establishm ent of a charity, the details 
of which had been communicated to 
him verbally and in w riting by the tos- 
tater. 
By the term s of thia second will 
Captain McClttpkey said P atriot, the 
lawyer, would come into cont rol of nine- 
teuths of tho estate of Mr. Rice, which 
is valued all tho way from 
OOO,OOO to 
$ 10,000,000,

Captain Bukor is named as coexecutor 
w ith Patrick by tho si cond will. Patrick, 
it was alleged, after Captain B aker’s ar­ 
rival here, made a proposition to the 
Texas lawyer, by which he (Patrick,) 
was to qualify as executor, thereby 
doubling the fees th ai Captain Baker 
would lie entitled to. 
It is asserted that 
this proposition was made in the hope 
of inducing Baker to cease his opposition 
to the probate of the “ second w ill.” 
It 
has also been claimed that the purpose 
of increasing the individual bequests in 
the second will, was to win over the 
support of the relatives of Riot? to the sec­ 
ond document. 
The aged millionaire had about two 
donen nieces and nephews, in addition 
to one brother and two sisters. 
By the 
terms of the first will, which was exe­ 
cuted in Houston, Tex., in I89H, the 
nephew* and nieces, it is said, were to 
receive $.5000 each. 
By the terms of the 
second will, it is said, they are to get 
$7.5.000. 
The bequests to the brother 
uad two sisters were increased propor­ 
tionately. 
The total bequests to the rel­ 
atives of Mr. Rice by the second will is 
said to be about $.500,000. 
Captain Baker was asked to divulge 
the contents of the two wills, but ho 
said he was not yot ready to make those 
m atters public.
